The balance in the Treasury will be requited 


for the payment of the interest on the State 
debt falling due in February nest, and for un- 
paid appropriations. The interest on the fund- 
ed debt of the Commonwealth, which became 
due in February and August last, was prompt- 
ly paid ; and it is gratifying to stale that tha 
interest due in February next will le paid with 
equ.i! promptness." The credit of thu Stale 
may be regarded as firmly established, and 
w ith proper economy ami a careful and honcat 
management of her finances, an annual reduc- 
tion of her debt, to a considerable extent, may 
be confidently expected. 


There is due by the Treasury to the sinking
